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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has asserted that the amendments to claim 28 "do not raise new issues that would require further 
search and/or consideration" because the subject matter added to independent claim 28 was present in independent claims 42 and 59 
and dependent claim 37. The Examiner was unable to find the subject matter of the language "wherein the peripheral sidewall in the first 
configuration has a first lateral dimension and the vertebral bearing surfaces each define a first bearing surface area; and wherein the 
peripheral sidewall in the second configuration has a second lateral dimension greater than the first lateral dimension and the vertebral 
bearing surfaces each define a second bearing surface area significantly greater than the first bearing surface area" and therefore 
respectfully disagrees that the amendments to claim 28 do not raise new issues. 
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
